Steel and Tin Workers Begin 
Their Battie for Higher 
Wages. 


PITTSBURG, July 1.—As the resuit of the 
refusal of the American Sheet Steel Co. ' 
and the American Steel Hoop Co., subsid- 
iary companies of the great United tSates 
Steel corporation, to sign the workers’ new 
scale at Saturday's conference; circulars 
were sent out from the national headquar- 
ters of the Amalgamated Association of 
Lron, Steel and Tin Workers yesterday and 
today declaring a strike at all the plants 
of the two combines. The great strike 
is now on, but it will be several days be- 
fore its actual extent is known, At the 
outset, however, over 35,000 men are in- 
vo.ved. 

The American Steel Hoop Co’s, main of- 
fices are in this city. The me Ha has 
three non-union plants in this cit and a 
non-union plant at Monessen an ‘one at 
Duncanville, though the employes of the 
latter are ready for orgaization as soon as 
the Amalgamated peole will take them jn. 
Other plants of the company are claimed 
by the Amalgamated people as union.

INVENTOR BIDWELL COMPLAINS 


HE ASKS INJUNCTION AND AC- 
COUNTING BY ‘DEFENDANT. 


Through former Judge William H. Biggs 
Randolph Laughlin and Davis Biggs, attor- 
neys, suit was filed Monday morning in the 
United States Circuit Court against the St. 
Louis Transit Co. and the United Railways 
Co. of St. Louis, praying for a pefmanent 


injunction’ against the use of the trolley 
device whereby the electric motors are op- 
erated. and also against the use of the de- 
vice whereby the cars are lighted, and ask- 
ing for an accounting from the company 
for the use of these devices for the past 
six and ten years, respectively. 

Should this injunction be granted, the 
transit company would be compelled, for a 
time, to cease operations, inasmuch as all 
the trolleys used on the cars are of. the 
pattern the use of which is sought to be 

entoined. 

The complainants are Benson Bidwell 
and Clara Bidwell, his wife, of C 
and Charles F. Bidwell, their son of Toledo, 
Ohio 

In their bill of complaint, they allege 
that Benson Bidwell is the inventor and 
discoverer of the devices mentioned, holdy. 
ing patents thereon, and they allege tha 
the Transit company has infringed thes 
patents, using the device without consen 
from, or compensation to the complain 
ants. 

This isasuit which promisesto attract 
international attention, inasmuch as the 
trolley devices of which Mr. Bidwell ate 
he is the inventor and patentee ig in 
general use in the electric railway plants,

in the United States courts in Michigan, 
suit having been brought against the 
Grand Rapids Street Railway Company. |

The itferior horsés were compelled to 
valk the entire distance while the better 
jJass of animals were treated to a ride 
nm furniture vans or in special cars sisi 
vided by the Suburban railroad. 

A big crowd visited the track Sunday 


and everything was found in readiness for 
the meeting. A large force of workmel 
were busy putting on the finishing touches 
so when the patrons file through the gates 
ihey will find everything comp.ete. 

The shape of the track wiii surprise all 
hands at tirst glance. The first impression 
is that the turns 
are so short that accidents will be nu- 
merous, 

One thing about the track that will be 
appreciated by the spectators is that the 
horses will be in fuil view all the way 
around and that they can be easily distin- 
guished without field glasses. This feafure 
ls’ made possible because there are reaily 
four stretches. Between the turns at each 
end of the track there is a straight run of 
fully 600 feet. 

The grand stand is a large, roomy affair. 
About fifty feet of the northern end of the 
stand is set off for colored people. 

Beneath the stand is the betting ring. 
lt is a goed bit larger than the ring at the 
cair Grounds. 

Immediateiy north of the betting ring 
is the paddock, which is a big improvement 
over anything ever attempted in this city 
before. It is fully as large as the betting 
ring at the Fair Grounds and is covered 
with a steel roof. It is patterned after the 
o> Sashes paddocks recently built in the 
east.
